a. It is very important, it seems to me, to exploit TALENT 
photography to the fullest Extent an.d as quickly a# possible. It is 
clear on several groundj^that the maximum uee of experts from 
outside the Government can be achieved only if they are TALENT- 
cleared and have access to full information. 


b. In order p6 achieve maximum seedgity, I believe it best 
to clear the bare minimum of consultants frdto outside the 
Government to theet the entire needs of the intelligence community. 


I alsoieel that 

there should be no inhibition against individual' agencfl# using 
these consultants separately as long as such consultation doe s 
not interfere with the common effort.

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HT AU TOM AT. This reaion, plus the now accepted practice of 
working together in that center on the part of the Army and Navy, 
as well as the geographic proximity of that location to intelligence 
analysts in the SAC agencies, strongly suggests to me that the work 
with outside consultants should be located in HT AUTOMAT. 


d. In the event that the Air Force does not see ite way clear 
to participate in the group effort as proposed by Dr. Scoville at 
HT AUTOMAT, l believe it would be inadvisable to oppose any 
effort on their own at Wright -Fatter son Airfield, nor would I 
oppose their use of the consultants who have been cleared provided 
there was no interference with the common effort at HT AUTOMAT. 
Whereas there are gains to be made in cooperative efforts, I think 
we should recognise that unilateral research on AQUATONF 
photography on the part of one of the intelligence agencies may 
actually produce new findings or different approaches which may 
terminate in benefit to all concerned.
